Walton & Bebee Nickels, Neil/Carter Dollar, and 
BEP’s “Billion Dollar Display” Highlight ANA National 
Money Show™ - Two of the five known 1913 Liberty Head 
nickels - the Bebee and recently located Walton specimens - 
and the unique Neil/Carter specimen 1794 Flowing Hair silver 
dollar will be prominently displayed during the ANA’s 
(www.money.org) National Money Show™ in the Oregon Con- 
vention Center, Portland, Oregon, March 26 - 28. 

Representatives of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing will 
attend the show with their colorful “Billion Dollar Exhibit” and 
a specially-produced Lewis & Clark themed souvenir card. This 
will be the first time in a decade the BEP has participated in 
the ANA’s annual early spring convention. Representatives of 
the United States Mint also will have a bourse floor booth. 

Admission to the show is free, and open to the public. 

“This will be the first time the Walton specimen has been dis- 
played in the Pacific Northwest, and it will be a once-in-a- 
lifetime opportunity for many collectors to see the two coins in 
person,” said Christopher Cipoletti, ANA Executive Director. 

The Bebee specimen is named after the late Aubrey and Ade- 
line Bebee of Omaha, Nebraska who donated the coin to the 
ANA Money Museum in 1989. The Walton specimen is named 
after George 0 . Walton of Roanoke, Virginia who was killed in 
a 1962 car crash. His heirs kept the coin in a closet for 41 years 
after being mistakenly told it not genuine. 

The Walton coin was authenticated at the ANA World’s Fair of 
Money convention in Baltimore last summer, solving a dec- 
ades-old mystery over its whereabouts, and Walton’s heirs 
have loaned the coin to the ANA Money Museum.

The Neil/Carter 1794 dollar will make its first-ever appearance 
in the Pacific Northwest at the Portland convention. Once part 
of the legendary Amon Carter Sr. Collection and now owned by 
Steve Contursi of California, it is the only known 1794 Flowing 
Hair dollar with a silver plug. Some researchers believe it may 
be the first silver dollar struck by the United States Mint. 

A specially-built exhibit case for this historic coin, symbolic of 
the early Mint Cabinet, will make its debut in Portland. 

A display from the ANA Money Museum’s current exhibition, 
“!Viva la Revolution!: The Money of the Mexican Revolution,” 
also will be shown in Portland as part of the association’s nu- 
mismatic education program. 

“Visitors to the convention will be able to see a representative 
sample of the outstanding exhibits at the remodeled ANA 
Money Museum in Colorado Springs. We had about 35,000 


visitors come to the museum last year - more than double the 
number in any previous year - and we’ll showcase in Portland 
some of the eye-catching exhibitions,” said Gail Baker, ANA 
Education Director. 

The United States Mint booth is expected to display the new 
Louisiana Purchase commemorative nickels that are scheduled 
to enter circulation less than two weeks prior to the opening of 
the convention. 

In addition to its popular display of high-denomination bank 
notes, including Series 1934 $100,000 Gold Certificates, the 
BEP will sell a Lewis & Clark souvenir card specially produced 
for the ANA show, according to Brenda Bishop, ANA Director 
of Conventions. 

The show is hosted by the Willamette Coin Club 
(www.pdxcoincluh.org). The official ANA auction will be con- 
ducted by Heritage Numismatic Auctions of Dallas, Texas 
(www.HeritageCoins.com). 

With their generous financial contributions to support all as- 
pects of the three-day event, Numismatic Guaranty Corpora- 
tion and National Gold Exchange are the title sponsors of the 
show. Additional financial support comes from 12 secondary 
sponsors. 

There will be 13 Numismatic Theatre educational programs 
and several club meetings, as well as dozens of exhibits of 
coins, paper money, tokens and medals, and a young numis- 
matists “treasure trivia game.” The sold-out bourse area will 
have nearly 230 dealers’ tables and booths for buying and sell- 
ing numismatic merchandise, according to the ANA. 

The Numismatic Theatre program at 10 a.m., Saturday, March 
27, features Douglas Mudd, Manager of The Smithsonian’s 
National Numismatic Collection discussing money and sover- 
eignty. The 3 p.m. program that day presents ANA Executive 
Director Cipoletti looking at the future of the ANA. 

The ANA Board of Governors will conduct two open session 
board meetings, 1:30 p.m. Wednesday, March 24, and 8:00 
a.m., Thursday, March 25, in Convention Center room C-124. 

Public bourse hours will be Friday and Saturday, March 26 and 
27, from 10:00 a.m. to 6:30 p.m., and Sunday, March 28, from 
10:00 a.m. to 2:00 p.m. The show will be held in Hall C of the 
Oregon Convention Center, 777 NE Martin Luther King Jr. 
Blvd. in Portland.

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Our Persian Heritage 

By Joseph Kleinman 

In my first submission to this newsletter I wrote an introduc- 
tion to ancient numismatics. In it I said that our cultural and 
political institutions are based primarily in those developed by 
the ancient Greeks and Romans. That statement is essentially 
true. However, there is an element that is not studied very 
often as an academic subject and that is our religious heritage 
which although transmitted to us by the Romans, did not origi- 
nate with them.

As the title of this submission is our Persian Heritage, it is now 
necessary to recount the historical events which would estab- 
lish our connection to ancient Persia. In the year 586 BC the 
Kingdom of Judah was conquered by Babylon and its people 
were driven into exile. Not many years later, Babylon was in 
turn conquered by Cyrus the Great of Persia and the Jews be- 
gan their long association with an Aryan people who like them 
practiced a monotheistic religion. Although some of the Jews 
returned to their homeland to rebuild Jerusalem (this time as a 
Persian outpost), many of them stayed behind and established 
their communities within this new empire. 

The rest of the history in short order goes like this. Alexander 
the Great conquers Persia, Parthia replaces the Syrian Greeks 
in Asia, Rome conquers Syria but not Parthia and this situa- 
tion doesn’t alter until the third century. In AD 226 the Sas- 
sanian monarchy establishes the Neo-Persian Empire. The 
state religion of this Neo-Persian Empire is Zoroastrianism, 
the monotheistic religion of ancient Persia. 

Zoroastrianism is a religion that still exists in Iran and parts of 
India. Its basic belief is centered around the notion of a strug- 
gle between the forces of good and evil. The good being the 
wise lord Ormuzd who is opposed by the evil spirit Ahriman. 
One may suppose that the Christian concept of the Devil is a 
variation if this evil spirit. The good and evil in the world is 
represented by the presence of light and darkness. Accord- 
ingly, the worship of the faithful takes place around a Fire Al- 
tar. Some of the qualities associated with the religion are that 
its adherents practice hospitality, philanthropy and benevo- 
lence. Zoroastrianism had a spin-off in a faith that was to have 
a profound influence on Western Civilization, the cult of the 
god Mithra. Mithra was created by Ormuzd so like Jesus did 
not come into being as the result of a sexual union. He was 
looked upon as the god of faithfulness, purity and the protector 
of men. The cult was brought to Rome in the first century BC 
and became prevalent throughout the empire but especially in 


the army. Recruits, after undergoing a period of trial were bap- 
tized into a brotherhood with a “Father” at its head. This cult 
may well have become a world religion had it allowed women 
to take a more active part but that is only my opinion. It was 
supported by the military emperors of the third century and a 
similar cult, that of SOL INVICTO, the unconquered sun was 
established as a state religion by the Emperor Aurelian (AD 
270-275). At this point in our story we connect the dots and 
follow it to its logical conclusion when in the fourth century, 
following the lead of Constantine, the Roman Empire became 
officially Christian. So now, we have established a connection 
or rather a link between what was believed in ancient Persia to 
what has become the prevalent religious doctrines associated 
with the Christian faith.

The Story of the North West Company 

The story of the North West Company began at least as early as 
1763, when France ceded Canada to England. 2,000 coureurs 
de bois (wood runners) and voyageurs (travelers) of the old 
French fur trade joined forces with canny Scottish merchants, 
and perhaps a few American frontiersmen. Their expertise 
earned them nicknames including “Master Pedlars” and “the 
Lords of Lakes and Forests.” No longer needing a license from 
a French governor, they challenged Hudson’s Bay Company, 
which had a royal charter, eventually organizing the North 
West Company (“the Nor’westers”) in 1783. 

The North West Company immediately emerged as a great 
power. Led by such men as Isaac Todd, James McGill, Benja- 
min and Joseph Frobisher, Simon McFavish, Robert Grout, 
Peter Pond, and Alexander Mackenzie (after whom the river is 
named), they were the first white men to cross the North 
American continent. The company was headquartered at 
Grand Portage at the head of Lake Superior, and later at 
Kaministiqua (now Fort Williams) Ontario. The company em- 
ployed 2,000, and owned its own canoes, lake schooners, and 
ocean ships. It carried goods to and from England, and to mar- 
kets in the orient. In 1804 the North West Company unsuc- 
cessfully attempted to buy Hudson’s Bay Company. 

The War of 1812 provided an opportunity for both the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company and the North West Company to fight 
American traders in the Oregon country. Canadian fur traders, 
aided by a British gunboat, seized territory as far south as As- 
toria, Oregon. 

Unfortunately many fur traders were unscrupulous and 
cruel. The North West Company leadership eventually fell into 
disarray, in large part because of ruthless clashes between trad- 
ers and settlements. In 1821 the North West Company merged 
into the Hudson’s Bay Company. The North West Company 
actually had more posts (97) than the Hudson’s Bay Company 
(76) at that time. The fur trade gradually diminished during 
the 1800’s as western settlements became more perma- 
nent. The focus of the fur trade shifted to Alaska following its 
purchase from Russia in 1867. 

Original North West Company tokens dated 1820 were issued 
in copper and brass. The obverse featured a laureate bust of 
Regent (crowned King George IV in 1820) with the word 
“TOKEN” above and the date “1820” below. The reverse de- 
picted a beaver with the words “NORTH WEST” above and 
“COMPANY” below. There was an estimated mintage of 5,000 


at the mint of John Walker Co. (Birmingham, England). Their 
value was “one made beaver” (beaver pelt). The tokens were 
used in trade between Umpqua trappers and the North West 
Company’s buyers, presumably at company stores. Holed 
tokens were worn on a necklace. All survivors of this token 
issue are rare today, and are usually in low grades. All but one 
or two known specimens are holed, and all have been found in 
the regions of the lower Columbia River and Umpqua River 
valleys in Oregon. The Umpqua River Valley hoard of two 
dozen pieces was found about 1976.

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NUMISMATIC EXHIBITING 

Anyone can prepare a winning exhibit; the key word is pre- 
pare. A winning exhibit takes work and some talent — but it 
does not have to have exceptional numismatic material. 

Purposes of exhibiting — 

• to educate (the exhibitor and others) 

• to interest other collectors in the material or period 

• to interest the public in collecting 

• to brag about what you own 

• to win awards. 

To do these, an exhibit must — 

• attract and hold attention 

• present information 

• be understandable. 

Competitive exhibits face another hurdle 
— they must do these things for knowl- 
edgeable numismatists (the judges). 

• If you exhibit for pleasure, there are few rules. 

• If you want to exhibit in the “big leagues,” you have to play 
by the rules. 

• Competition requires a tradeoff — ease of viewing vs. 
depth of presentation. 

Preliminary steps 

• Get the exhibit rules for the show at which you want to 
exhibit. 

• Choose a category within which to exhibit. 

• Apply for exhibit space. 

Building the exhibit 

• Select a theme — choose the story that you want to tell. 

• Bring relevant material to your story; it is not necessary to 
show everything that you own. 

• Fit the theme of the exhibit to the exhibition categories (if 
necessary). 

• Perform research. 

• Read primary and secondary numismatic references (take 
notes). 

• Read background sources (history, biography, criticism). 

• Talk to others (collectors, scholars, users). 

• Cull essentials from the mass of information. 

• Write your text and captions. 

• Write carefully and edit skillfully — let it gestate. 

• Tie the numismatic specimens to the text (make it easy for 
the reader to follow the exhibit). 

• Write stimulating captions — draw the reader back into 
the story. 

• Stick to the chosen theme, in text and specimens. 

• Lay out the exhibit and check for physical space/balance. 

• Reduce text and/or specimens if necessary. 

• Allow space for titles and for non-numismatic collateral 
material. 

• Keep the exhibition rules in mind — number of cases, ex- 
ternal props, lights, and so forth allowed. 


• Prepare the final text, captions, backgrounds, titles. 

• Proof read. 

• Use artistic skills and readily available aids (art papers, 
laser printers, die-cut lettering, ribbons). 

• Prefabricate as much as possible, to minimize setup time 
at the convention. 

• Lay out the exhibit in final, complete form. 

• Make a map. 

• Critique, proof read again; get another person to examine 
the exhibit. 

• Make necessary changes. 

• Package specimens and props for ease of transport. 

• Triple check for completeness — it’s frustrating to arrive at 
the convention without a key item. 

At the exhibition — 

• Check in with the exhibit chairman; get labels for all cases. 

• Check available display space (if choices are available) for 
best lighting and viewer accessibility. 

• Clean the cases (glass inside and out, bottom of case for 
aluminum shards and oil). 

• Emplace the exhibit. 

• Double check everything for proper placement (it’s easy to 
show the wrong side of a small item). 

• Stay with your exhibit until the cases are closed and 
sealed. 

• Examine the other exhibits. 

• Attend the exhibiting seminar (if one is offered). 

• Attend the judges’ training seminar (if one is offered). 

• Collect your ribbon or trophy! 

After the exhibition — 

• Write an article using your exhibit’s text (ask for assis- 
tance in preparing illustrations if necessary). 

• Improve the exhibit and move up to higher levels. 

• At the ANA level — you will find narrower categories, vari- 
able competition. 

Rules of thumb — 

• Be neat and keep things simple. 

• Use correct grammar and spelling. 

• Don’t brag, but do inform the reader. 

• Be as brief as your theme will allow. 

• Ask for and accept criticism. 

• Relax and enjoy yourself.
